KNIFE IN HEART 


Man Was Killed by a 


Street Sweeper 


XE\V YORK. July 23.—George II. 


Robotham. a printer of 923 Delmont 
avenue, East New York, was stabbed 
to death yesterday 
afternoon 
while 


walking nlons Pltkin avenue by Pat- 
rick McOovern. a street sweeper. After 
stabbing Hobotham. McOovern ran half 
a mile through the streets displaying 
his knife and took refuse In his house, 
where ho was arrested. 


Three dnys ago Hobotham 
nnd 
his 


wife hnd given shelter to McOovcrn'n 
wife when she (led from her husband 
after a bcatlnc. McOovern hns been 
known as "Little Paddy." and hns been 
looked upon as 
eccentric. 
His 
wlfo 


often complained of the way her hus- 
band brat her. When she stumbled In- 
to the IJobotham house, black from her 
husband's blows, the Robothams told 
her not to go back to her husband un- 
til she got ready. Her six children fled 
from the house with her nnd also took 
refuge- with the Robothams. Next .day. 
however, all went back.

stories about the Robothams, nnd is 
said to have remarked that he would

Attorney General Moody Tells 


of Proceedings 


NAHANT. Mass., July 2?.—Attorney 


cicncrnl W. II. Moody In an address be- 
fore the Lincoln club of Boston nt Its 
mid-summer outing hero today, gave a 
resume of tho government's 
proceed- 


ings against the combination of beef 
packers. 


Tho attorney general said 
that his 


conclusion to review the situation was 
duo to tho "not unnatural mlHunder- 
KlandlnR an to the attitude of the ad- 
ministration." He said also that it was 
done "with Iho approval of the presi- 
dent." 


Mr. Moody's address In part was an 


follows: 


There has been an occasional com- 


plaint that upon subjects in which the 
public naturally takes a keen Interest. 
I have, as attorney general, withheld 
facis which the people havo a right to 
know. 
Much of the work of the de 


partment of Justice ca nonly be dono 
efficiently when it Is done quietly and 
In secret. It Is not easy to draw the 
line between facts which ought to bo 
confided to tho public and those which, 
for the time being In the Interest of 
public justice, ought to 
bo withheld 


from It. I can only say {hat I have 
tried to draw the line solely In the pub- 
lic Interest nnd that I recognize fully 
the right of the people ultimately and 
in due season, to know nnd judge of the 
conduct of their servants. There hna 
been so much not unnatural misunder- 
standing as to the attitude of the ad- 
ministration toward the, proceedings at 
Chicago, which have resulted In Indict- 
ments agalnft the beef packers, that, 
with the approval of the president, I 
have concluded that a brief review of nil 
the proceedings which have led up to 
the present situation, 
may 
not Im- 


properly be undertaken. This can be 
done without Impairing the Just rights 
of those who are under accusation, who 
must by fundamental principles be pre- 
sumed to be Innocent of all misdoing 
unless, after hearing, they have been 
adjudged guilty.

filed a bill In equity In the circuit court 
of the United States nt 
Chicago in 


which It was alleged that tho defend- 
ants (seven corporations, one co-part- 
nershlp, and 23 Individuals) had en- 
tered Into a combination by which they 
conspired to suppress competition In 
the purchase of live-stock nnd-fn—Hnr 
sale of fresh 
meat 
throughout 
the 


country and for the obtaining of re- 
bates from common carriers on 
ac- 


count of their shipments of meat. 


The case was placed In the Immedi- 


ate charge of Mr. Uethea, then district 
attorney for the Northern district of 
Illinois, and Mr. Day, the accomplished 
assistant to the attorney-general, who 
has now, I regret to say, resigned his 
position In the public service. In Feb- 
ruary, 1903, the demurrer of 
the de- 


fendants to this bill, was overruled In 
nn opinion by Judge Grosscup. 
In 


May, 1903, an injunction was 
Issued 


against all the defendants 
forbidding 


the continuance of the 
conspiracies 


alleged In the bill. The defendants ap- 
pealed to the supreme court of the Un- 
ited States nnd in January. 1905, with 
the assistance of Mr. Day. I argued the 
case before that court. In the same 
month the case was decided In favor of 
the government by nn unanimous court 
and. the decree of the circuit court was 
affirmed In all substantial particulars. 


NO GREAT RESULT. 


For some time, under the direction 


of the department, a diligent inquiry

In the September preceding 
the decision of the supreme court, a 
special agent of the department of 
Justice, had been dispatched to Chicago 
to confer 
with the district-attorney 


nnd certain other persons. This In- 
quiry, however, had had no important 
result. As soon as the decision of the 


In New York. Texas nnd Nebraska. At 
the thno the Investigation was -begun. 
It was doubtful whether legal evidence 
would be developed sulllclent to war- 
rant Indictments or

contempt of the Injunction. Hut It was 
hoped that If the investigatlor

supreme court was-rendered, Dlstrlot- 
Attorney Bethea was ordered to report 
at Washington for the consideration of 
the complaints which were before the 
department In the dcbale In congress.

and Canals. It was learned, too, that 
the Boston & Maine would bo willing 
to unload and forfeit Its rights to tho 
city, provided the city would assume 
the rental. But If was said that the 
IjOcks and Canals would not stand 
for the change of 
tenants 
without 


boosting the rental to $2750 a year. 


Alderman Grant allowed that this 


would be too exorbitant a price for the 
city to pay for. the use of the land, 
remarking that the city might pur- 
chase a new site and by paying Inter- 
est on money borrowed for the purpose 
get out of it hundreds of dollars cheap- 
er every years, and ultimately secure a 
clear title to the land.

BOSTON". July 22.—According to a 


decision rendered yesterday by Judso 
H. W. Bosworth of tho 
Springfield 


police court, the Massachusetts legis- 
lature of 1505 made a notch In amend- 
ing section 15 of the revised laws, nnd 
opened the way for serious complica- 
tions and confusion. 


Judge Bosworth's ruling Is that a 


man does not require a license to ped- 
dle apples about- tho streets, this de- 
cision being based on the fact that un- 
der tho law no license Is required to sell 
provisions. 


Tho judge does not hesitate to class 


apples under the head of 
provisions. 


In this he Is supported by both Web- 
ster's and Worcester's 
dictionaries. 


Each book of knowledge defines pro- 
visions as meaning particularly eat- 
ables or food supplies, and If apples aro 
not grown for eating, Judge Bosworth 
doesn't know what they aro for.

sum but somehow nobody seems to take sufficient 
Interest In 


the matter to start the movement.

waterworks excelled by none of equal size, yet the toilers and 
even the boys of our city must risk their lives or take

Mnson nnd Parker are friends of 


some years 'standing, both natives of 
Pigeon Covo and were formerly em- 
ployed on tho local branch of the Bos- 
ton f: Xorthern street railway. 


Thursday night, nboiit 7, Mason came 


to Parker's boarding house nnd Invited 
Parker to n row In the harbor. Mason 
at thnt time hnrt n "pint" as one whom 
he talked with expressed

went to P. B. Smith & Co.'s wharf 
where they procured n skiff and rowed 
down tho harbor, i 


From that until -I yesterday afternoon 


nothing was seen of thti men until Ma- 
son walked Into the police station and 
gave himself up. 


About noon a telephone message was 


received from John Hays Hammond's 
residence at Fresh Water Cove that on<! 
of the ynchts lying off his residence had 
teen broken Into and several articles 
stolen. City Marshal Ilomans Investi- 
gated nnd shortly afterward a boat was 
found adrift In which was n />at. which 
contained papers, which made It evi- 
dent thnt the coat belonged to Edgar 
K. Mason. 


On the assumption .that Mason had 


been drowned,' Inspector Sullivan mado 
Inquiry at W. H. Nichols'.' a painter, 
where Mason had been employed, and 
was told that Mason had been In tho 
place several times during the day.

KNIFE IN HEART 


Man Was Killed by 


Street Sweeper 


. XEW YORK. July 22.—George U. 
Robothnm. n printer of D23 Belmont 
avenue. East N'cw York, was stabbed 
to death yesterday 
afternoon 
while 


walking along Pltkln avenue by Pat- 
rick McRovcrn, a street sweeper. After 
stabbing Itobothiun, McGovern ran half 
a mile through the streets displaying 
his knife and took refuge In his house, 
where he was arrested. 


Three days ago Robotham and his 


wife had given shelter to McGovern'K 
wife when she fled frnm her husband 
after a bentinfr. 
McGovern lias been 


known as "Little Paddy." and has been 
looked upon as 
eccentric. 
His 
wlfo 


often complained of the way her hus- 
band beat her. When she stumbled In- 
to the Robotham house, black from her 
husband's blows, the Robothnms told 
her not to go back to her husband un- 
til she got ready. Her six children lied 
from the house with her and also took 
refuge with the llobothams. Next day, 
however, all went back. 
•McGovern. after /this. 
circulated 


stories about the Robothams, and Is 
said to have remarked that lie would 
kill Robothnm If he. got n chance. Yes 
te.rd.iy afternoon 
Robotham 
and his 


brother Richard were walking 
along 


Pltkln avenue when they encountered 
the street sweeper. 


"You ought to behave yourself 
nnd 


not bent your wife. If you don't you'll 
be beaten yourself some day," said 
Hobothnm. McGovern made no reply, 
but pulled a Jnckknlfc from his pocket 
and plunged It Into Robotham's 
left 


breast. Then he pulled It out again 


and started for 
Robotham's brother, 


who had walked on ahead. 


Although the knife had pierced his 


heart. Hobothnm ran after Ills murder- 
er seventy-five feet, when he fell dead. 
His brother, who had dodged McGov- 
ern, started after the latter and called 
for help. He was 
heard 
by Jnmes 


Kessellman. with whom the RiibothamH 
had been talking. Si'ssellmnn started 
to gel In 
McOovern's way, but 
he 


brandished his bloody knife and mnde 
n lunge at SeKsellman. who dodged. 


McGovern slammed the door of his 


home In the face of a crowd. 
Nobody 


d.lrrd to go In and MeGovern watched 
from his front window until Mounted 
Policeman Tom MeGovern came along. 
The policeman beat In the door 
and 


rushing upstairs quickly subdued 
tho 


murderer. The cop feared to take hln 
prisoner out on account of threats mado 
by the crowd until a squad of pollco 
and detectives arrived from the Liber- 
ty avenue station. Then the prisoner 
was hustled to the station house, where 
Robotham's body also had been taken. 


Mct;ovorn seemed unconcerned and- 


denied that ho had killed any one. He 
said he had had no knife. Tho pollen 
later found the knife concealed In bin 
bedroom. His 
wlfo 
told them 
that 


when her husband came In his hands 
were covered with blood and that ho 
hail washed them In the sink, nfter tell- 
ing her that rtobothaih 
had 
struck 


him. "But he won't strike me ever 
again," she said her husband had re- 
marked as he washed his hands.

Attorney General Moody Tells 


of Proceedings 


NAKANT, Mass.. July 2!.—Attorney 


General W. H. Moody In an address bo- 
fore tho Lincoln club of Boston at Its 
mid-summer outing hero today, gave a 
resume of tho government's 
proceed- 


ings against tho combination of beef 
packers. 


The attorney general said that his 


conclusion to review the situation was 
duo to tho "not unnatural misunder- 
standing as to the altitude of the ad- 
ministration." Ho said also that It was 
done "with the approval of tho presi- 
dent." 


Mr. Moody's address in part was aa 


follows: 


There has been an occasional com- 


plaint that upon subjects In which the 
public naturally takes a keen Intercut. 
I have, as attorney general, withheld 
facts which tho people have a right to 
know. Much of tho work of the de- 
partment of Justice ca nonly bo clone 
efficiently when It Is dono quietly and 
In secret. It Is not easy to draw tho 
lino between facts which ought to bo 
confided to the public and those which, 
for the time being In the Interest of 
public justice, ought to be withhold 
from It. I can only say that I have 
tried to draw the line solely In the pub- 
lic Interest and that I recognize fully 
the right of the people ultimately and 
In due season, to know and Judge of tho 
conduct of their servants. There has 
been so much not unnatural misunder- 
standing as to the attitude of the ad- 
ministration toward the proceedings at 
Chicago, which have resulted In Indict- 
ments ngaiiift the beef packers, that, 
with the approval of the president, 
I 


have concluded that a brief review of all 
the proceedings which have led up to 
the present situation, may not Im- 
properly be undertaken. This can be 
done without impairing tho Just rights 
of those who arc under accusation, who 
must by fundamental principles be pre- 
sumed to be Innocent of all misdoing 
unless, after hearing, they have been 
adjudged guilty.

On March 20, 1503. the grand jury as-

The case was placed In tho Immedi- 


ate charge of Mr. Bethea, then district 
attorney for tho Northern district of 
Illinois, and Mr. Day, tho accomplished 
assistant to the attorney-general, who 
has now, I regret to say, resigned his 
position In the public service. In Fcb- 
.ruary, 1903. the demurrer of the de- 
fendants to this b)ll. was overruled In 
an .opinion by Judge 
Grosscup. 
In 


May, 1003. an Injunction 
was 
Issued 


against all tho defendants forbidding 
the continuance ot the conspiracies 
alleged In the bill. The defendants ap- 
pealed to the supreme court of the Un- 
ited States and In January, 1905, with 
tho assistance of Mr. Day. I argued the 
case before that court. In tho same 


. month the case was decided in favor of 


the government by an unanimous court 
and the decree of the circuit court was 
affirmed in all substantial particulars. 


NO GREAT RESULT. 


For some time, under the direction 


of the department, a diligent inquiry 
whether the .defendants had been ob- 
serving the injunction had 
been 
In 


progress. In the September preceding 
the decision of the supreme court, a 
special agent of the 
department 
of 


Justice, had been dispatched to Chicago 
to confer with the district-attorney 
and certain other persons. This In- 
quiry, however, had 'had no Important 
result. As soon as the decision of tho 
supreme court was rendered, District- 
Attorney Bethea was ordered to report 
nt Washington for the consideration of 
the complaints which were before the 
department In the debate In congress, 
In the newspapers of the country e.nd 
In various private communications re- 
ceived by the president and the attor- 
ney-general that the Injunction had 
not been observed by the defendants. 
Most abundant 
assurances, however, 


had been received from counsel for de- 
fendants that they had strictly observ- 
ed the'Injunction: and the complaints 
themselves contained little that 
was 


worthy of the name of legal evidence. 


Returning to Chicago, tho district at- 


torney on February 4. 1805. five days 
after the rendition of the decision of 
tho supremo court, having carefully con- 
sidered the materials committed to him 
by tho department, reported that at that 
time there was not .sufllclcnt competent 


trlct nttorney and continued the con- 
slderailon which Mr. Bclhea liad be- 
gun. During the Investigations persons 
whose testimony was believed of Im- 
portance fled to Canada 
and Europe, 


some of them under assumed names. 
Tho grand Jury returned two Indict- 
ments against persons charging them 
with secreting or corruptly Influencing 
witnesses. 


After the Investigation had been in 


progress somewhat longer than 
months, tho grand Jury took a recess, 
and the district attorney reported 
me-th 
Repeated and iirotractcd conferences 


upon tho subject followed. 
It should 


be understood that the grand jury Is 
an Independent body. In no way sub- 
ject to tho control or Influence of tho 
attorney general. 
It would have been 


unwarrantable Impertinence for tho at- 
torney general to seek In any way to 
Iniluencc Its deliberations upon the evi- 
dence presented. 
The attorney gen- 


eral had performed his full duty by 
causing to be submitted to that body 
every scrap of available evidence. 
This 


was done. 
Tho power and responsibil- 


ity of Indicting or refusing to Indict then 
rested upon the grand Jury. 
It is the 


duty of tho district attorney to attend 
the sessions of the grnnd jury, aid It 
in every way In the Investigation nnd to 
advise- It upon any questions of law, 
material to tho Inquiry. 


TUB INSTRUCTIONS. 


At the end of tho conference at Wash- 


ington the district attorney returned to 
Chicago, under Instructions which were 
substantially as follows: 


That the evidence raised Issues fit 


for the consideration of tho grand Jury, 
that that body could not be advised as 
matter of law that there was no legal 
evidence before It; that the weight and 
sufficiency of the evidence was solely 
for the consideration of 
the 
grand 


Jury; that in giving to that body the 
advice which it required and which the 
district-attorney had the right to give, 
he should refrain from expressing any, 
opinion upon the facts or seek to Inllu- 
ence the judgment of the jurors one 
way or the other; 
vise them to disregard all public clam- 
or, rumor or preconceived opinion and 
to base their action or failure to act 
solely upon the evidence before them, 
Including not only the evidence which 
might be Incriminatory but also that 
which might have an opposite tenden- 
cy; that he should advise the grand 
jury to Indict only where the evidence 
before It proved In its opinion beyond 
reasonable doubt some offence against 
the law; and that that body ought to 
be convinced before Indicting any cor- 
poration or Individual of its or his guilt 
with such certainty as would lead It In 
case they were on trial before It on tho 
same evidence to a verdict of convic- 
tion. The district attorney was fur- 
ther Instructed that If any Indictments 
were voted by the grand jury, he, with

that If any Indictments wcro returned 
Into court they should be brought to 
trial at ns early a day ns tho business 
of the court would permit and aa was 
consistent with the due regard for the 
rights of the accused. 


TUB INDICTMENTS. 


I have no' doubt that these Instructions 


wcro carefully observed by Mr. Mor- 
rison. 
On tho first (lay of July. last, 


the grand Jury returned an Indictment 
with ten counts against various Individ- 
uals and corporations charging various 
violations of the so-called anti-trust act; 
and another Indictment against the man- 
agers nnd employes of one of tho pick- 
Ing houses for a conspiracy to obtain re- 
bates. from'the railroads, being common 
Interstate carriers. In the transportation 
of their products. 
It Is my hope and belief that these 


Indictments may bo brought to trial dur- 
ing tho current year. In tho meantime, 
both thojirlnclples of law and a senio 
of f»lr play require us all to-hold our 
Judgments In suspense.

the man WAS an Imposter. 


Tho search for John W. Leo, tho 


namo of tho brother, Is a. touching 
story of a sister's lovo, and an untir- 
ing search that has extended to ovcry 
quarter of two continents, and around 
the world. John W. Lee disappeared 
In 1S3S after a disagreement with hl.i 
slxtor. She thought then he would re- 
turn, and never gave up hope. A few 
years ago, when a fortune was left to 


her, she began energetic efforts to (Ind 
him. 


Letters and circulars wcre'sent-lnto 


every quarter of the- world and to ov- 
cry eea port at which Lee, who was a 
seaman, might stop, and six months 
ago she received a letter from tho 
American consul nt Chefoo, China, say- 
Ing that a man answering Lee's de- 
scription was In that port. Mrs. Little 
wrote to the man and received a reply 
from him In which he declared himself 
the long-lost John Lee, and said that 
he was willing to come back home. Ho 
asked for J500 to pay his passage. 


Something In the letter caused Mrs. 


Llttlo to doubt and nho sent only J100. 
The supposed Leo 
promptly 
took 


[mysoRC, and presenting himself at her 
tiomc. claimed his sharo of the money 
that had been left her. Ono glance nt 
tho stranger convinced Mrs. Little, 
however, that he was an Impostor. 


Ono man strenuously asserted his 


claim to kinship, and exhibited n taloo 
mark on his arm, In the same plact* 
that her brother had borno the Initials

He then crept 


back to his horse .placed the message 
under the saddle

for 


camp. 
Then began a battle 
which 


proved fatal for all except Williams. He 
formed his men m a circle and they fired 
two volleys before they were cut down. 
Williams was 5Crlously wounded,

in the hospital confessed his name was

Three days auo JSobotliam and his 


wife had given shelter to McGovern'u 
wife when she fled from her husband 
after a beating. 
McC.overn_haf1._been 


known as "Little Paddy." and has been 
looked upon as 
eccentric. 
His 
wlfo 


often complained of the way her hus- 
band beat hor. When she stumbled in- 
to the Robotham house, black from her 
husband's blows, the Robotliams told 
her not to co back to her husband un- 
til she got ready. Her six children lice} 
from the house with her and also took 
refuge with the Ttobolhams. Next day, 
however, all went back. 


McGovern, 
after 
this, 
circulated 


stories about the Robothams, and Is 
said to have remarked that be would 
kill Robotham if he pot a chance. Yes- 
terday afternoon 
Robotham 
and his 


brother Richard were walking 
along 


Pltkln avenue when they encountered 
the street sweeper. 


"You ought lo behave yourself 
and 


not beat your wife. If you don't you'll 
be beaten yourself some day." said 
Robotham. 
McGovern made no reply, 


but pulled a jackknlfe from his pocket 
and plunged it Into Robotham's 
left 


breast. Then he pulled it out again 


and started for Rnboth.im's brother, 
who had walked on ahead. 


Although tin; knife had pierced Ids 


heart, uobotham ran afler his murder- 
er seventy-live feet, when he fell do:id. 
Ills brother, who had dodged .McGov- 
ern. started after the latter and palleil 
for help.
